nr. Account of a Dropped Body diJfcBed by Mr 
John Lafage. 

SIR, 

I Was called, fome time ago, to open a Maiden Lady 5 2 
years of age, who complain'd, about fix weeks before, 
ot a Circonfcript hard Swelling on the Hypograjiica regia, 
on the Right fide 5 from that time her Belly grew by de¬ 
grees to an exorbitant bignefs, the great weight whereof 
was the moft confiderable Symptom, and at laft fuffocated 
the Lady. The Body was mightily emaciated, and the 
Legs fwelled few days before her death. 

I expe&ed Water, but there was only a vifcuous darkifb 
Humour, to the quantity of 18 Gallons 5 after the evacu- 
ation of that matter, I was no lefs furprized to perceive a 
large heap of Vefcicies arlfing from a thick Membrane co¬ 
vering the Guts, it being the Reritoneunt feparated from 
the Mufcles: I took it out, to examine the better thofe 
Vefcicular Bodies difpofed on the outward furface of that 
Membrane, as alfo them that were on its infide, towards 
the Guts. The Vefcicies were of different magnitude 5 
fome of the largeft had been broken and funk, others were 
broken and altnoft empty, and the others very much di- 
(tended and foil $ the matter of all of them was of the 
Cccccccccccc fame 
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fame nature with the extravafated humours. What was 
contained in the leffer ones proved to be of different colour 
and confidence, not unlike Geliy, White of Eggs, Gall, 
and Honey 5 in fome it was much like the humour of a 
true Melicerit. 

I muft obferve, that there was but little matter extra- 
vafated in the Cavity of the Abdomen 5 mod part was con¬ 
tained betwixt the Peritoneum and the Mufcles. 

The Right Kidney was effected with a particularDropfiej 
all the Vifcers befides were in a natural date, two Polypus' s 
were found in the Heart, and two pretty big Stones, in the 
Gall Bladder.
